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‘Introduction 


This report contains data on the total value of construction put 
in place during 1984 to 1987. The preliminary and forecast data by 
structure, for the most part, were derived by applying a series of 
historical coefficients of structure by industry and province to 
aggregate data obtained from the survey for these same industries 
by province. An analysis of historical data revealed that in many 
industries the spending patterns by structure type were stable 
enough over time to permit the use of the data in this manner. An 
average of the previous three years of actual data (i.e., 1983, 1984 
and 1985) were used to create the ratios. In only a few industries 
is a preliminary/forecast survey actually carried out. These include 
the following: air, water and motor transport, urban transit, 
transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and coal 
products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural gas, 
federal, provincial and municipal government departments. 


For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, are 
based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. From 
the same source an earlier report Private and Public Investment in 
Canada, Intentions 1987 is published. Private and Public Invest- 
ment reports the total capital outlays program including machinery 
and equipment, whereas Construction in Canada emphasizes 
construction activity and reports a further detail of construction 
performed by 70 different types of structure. Additionally, statistics 
on labour and materials input are based on the Statistics Canada 
censuses of mechanical, electrical and other special trade contrac- 
tors, and highway, road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and 
non-residential general contractors. 


Definitions 


Construction. Is defined as the creation, renovation, repair and 
demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to the 
natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the construction 
industry plus the output of the construction labour forces in other 
industries. Also included are related construction costs which are 
capitalized during the creation of a structure. Examples include 
pre-construction planning and design, management, legal and real 
estate fees, interest during construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, as 
estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, Sources). 
Included is work purchased and services provided on contract by 
the construction industry and other producers such as oil and gas 
well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as property con- 
structed for lease, rent and sale by real estate operators. This work 
is designated as ‘‘contract construction’ (Table 2), or ‘‘contrac- 
tors’’ (Table 8). Work performed on own account by construction 
labour forces in other than the construction industry, is also 
included in construction activity and is designated as ‘‘other 
construction’’ (Table 2) or ‘‘utilities -governments-miscellaneous’’ 
(Table 8). Own account construction also includes related con- 


Introduction 


Ce bulletin renferme des renseignements sur la valeur totale des travaux 
de construction exécutés au cours des années 1984-1987. Pour obtenir les 
chiffres provisoires et prévisionnels selon le genre de construction par 
secteur et par province |’on s'est surtout servi d’une série de coefficients de 
la construction par activite économique et par province pour agréger les 
résultats de l’enquéte effectuée sur ces mémes activites économiques par 
province. Une analyse des données historiques a révelé que les schémas 
de dépenses par genre de construction dans nombre de secteurs étaient 
asses stables pour permettre de procéder de cette fagon. La moyenne des 
données réelles des trois années précédentes (1983, 1984 et 1985) a 
permis de déterminer les ratios. Seulement les branches suivantes font 
l'objet d’une enquéte directe en vue d’obtenir des chiffres provisoires et 
prévisionnels: transport aérien, transport par eau, Camionnage, transport 
urbain, matériel de transport, métaux primaires, dérivés du petrole et du 
charbon, produits chimiques, énergie électrique, pétrole et gaz naturel, 
administrations fedérales, provinciales et municipales. 


La plupart des renseignements publiés ici ont été recueillis dans le cadre 
d’une enquéte de Statistique Canada sur les investissements. Le bulletin 
Investissements privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives de 1987 est tiré 
de la méme enquéte; il porte sur la valeur totale des immobilisations, y 
compris les machines et l’outillage, tandis que La construction au Canada 
met l’accent sur I’activité de |’industrie de la construction et donne pilus de 
détails sur les travaux de construction exécutés selon le genre de construc- 
tion (on en distingue environ 70). Cette publication renferme de plus des 
données supplémentaires sur la main-d’oeuvre et les matériaux utilises; ces 
données sont tirees de recensements que Statistique Canada méne auprés 
de certains entrepreneurs spécialises dans les domaines de !a mécanique, 
de l’électricite et de métiers spécialises et d’entrepreneurs généraux dans 
les travaux de grande route, rue, chemin et pont, de construction lourde et 
de batiments domiciliaires et non-domiciliaires.

Construction. Création, renovation, reparation ou démolition de construc- 
tions fixes et modification de la topographie naturelle du terrain. 


Travaux de construction. Résultat de |’activite de l'industrie de la 
construction et de |l’activite dans la construction par la main-d’oeuvre 
appartenant a d’autres branches d’activités.

Ce bulletin renferme des données sur la ‘‘valeur en dollars’ estimative des 
travaux de construction achetés (ou mis en place) au Canada (voir 
Renseignements statistique, Sources); il comprend les travaux achetés et 
les services fournis a contrat par |’industrie de la construction ou par 
d’autres entrepreneurs comme des entrepreneurs en forage de puits de 
pétrole et de gaz, des arpenteurs, des traiteurs, etc., ainsi que les biens 
construits pour étre loués a bail, loués ou vendus par des exploitants 
immobiliers.

struction costs such as preconstruction planning and design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during construc- 
tion, materials purchased for contractors, etc. 


In 1975, the Construction Census Section of the Construction 
Division, in co-operation with contractors and their associations, 
completed the first census of the construction industry. This has 
become an annual census and data concerning all segments of the 
industry have been published for the years 1975 to 1984. Data for 
1985 will become available in early summer 1987. The census 
covers some 40 sub-industry groups and the results are published 
in a series of seven publications as follows:

As noted previously, the ‘‘contract construction” or “contractors” 
data as published in Construction in Canada includes work done 
by real estate developers, contract work related to the exploration 
and development of oil and gas wells and other mining, mobile 
house construction, etc. As such, it is not a pure measure of work 
done by the construction industry. A much more accurate and 
detailed source of information on the industry is contained within 
the census publications mentioned above. In 1984, for example, 
census data showed that the construction industry performed 
slightly more than $29.5 billion of work. This is in sharp contrast 
to the $37 billion as reported in Construction in Canada for the 
same period (see Tables 2 and 8). 


Text Table | outlines a reconciliation between the census publica- 
tions and Construction in Canada. The reconciliation is not yet 
available by province as special problems exist in the allocation of 
work done by developers. It should also be noted that the 
reconciliation has been done at the aggregate level by the three 
main types of construction, namely residential, non-residential and 
engineering construction. 


Some explanation regarding the nature, source and methods of the 
reconciliation have been provided in the footnotes. A more 
comprehensive document outlining the methodology is available 
upon request, from the Construction Census Section. 


New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as well 
as additions and major renovations, conversions and alterations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of an 
existing asset is extended beyond its normal life expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and altera- 
tions made to maintain the operating efficiency of the existing 
structures. 


Structures. The construction value, and the structures that this is 
broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or indirectly 
in the construction of the structure. In the independently recogniz- 
able structures the value of all permanently built-in equipment 
forming an integral part of the structure is included, as well as the

Comme nous l’avons fait remarquer précédemment, les données sur la 
“construction sous contrat’ ou ‘‘entrepreneurs’”’ paraissant dans La 
construction au Canada comprennent les travaux exécutés par les exploi- 
tants immobiliers, le travail a forfait lié a l’exploration et a l’exploitation de 
puits de pétrole et de gaz et a d'autres exploitations miniéres, la construction 
d’habitations mobiles, etc. En tant que telle il ne s’agit pas d'une mesure 
pure des travaux effectués par |’industrie de la construction. Une source de 
renseignements beaucoup plus précise et plus détaillée sur l'industrie est 
présentée dans les publications de recensement susmentionnées. En 1984, 
les données de recensement indiquaient que l'industrie de la construction 
était intervenue pour un peu plus de $29.5 milliards de ces travaux. Cette 
situation ressort nettement par rapport aux $37 milliards figurant dans la 
publication La construction au Canada pour la méme période (voir les 
tableaux 2 et 8). 


Le tableau explicatif | presente un rapprochement entre les publications du 
recensement et La construction au Canada. Le rapprochement n’est pas 
encore disponible par province puisque nous devons faire face a des 
problémes spéciaux pour répartir le travail effectué par les exploitants. Ii 
convient cependant de remarquer que le rapprochement a été fait a un 
niveau agrégé pour les trois genres de construction, c’est-a-dire la construc- 
tion domiciliaire, non-domiciliaire et la construction lourde. 


Les renvois renferment quelques explications au sujet de la nature, des 
sources et des méthodes de rapprochement.

Ouvrages neufs et rajouts ou renovations, transfor- 
mations et réfections importantes, si une modification est apportée a une 
construction ou si la vie utile d'une immobilisation est prolongée au-dela de 
sa vie utile probable. 


Réparations. Renovations et réfections de moindre importance propres a 
conserver une construction en état d’exploitation. 


Constructions. Le montant des travaux et sa ventilation suivant le genre de 
construction comprend l'ensemble des dépenses engagées directement ou 
indirectement dans le cadre des travaux de construction. Dans le cas de 
constructions reconnaissable comme telles, le montant des travaux com- 
prend le matériel installe a demeure et constituant une partie intégrante de

cost of site preparation and land improvement. The purchase value 
of land and existing buildings is excluded. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived by 
dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including earn- 
ings and withdrawals of working owners and partners of unincor- 
porated businesses) by average annual earnings. The average 
annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the average 
weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction industry in that 
year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (i.e., construction) 
produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada are derived 
directly from survey results. All employees, whether casual, part 
time or full time who have worked one day or the equivalent of 
same in the last week of any month are counted. As such, the data 
resulting from the two series are quite dissimilar, and it is sug- 
gested that the user choose the series most appropriate to his 
requirement. 


The numbers are presented for (a) contract work which includes 
work put in place by construction contractors, real estate operators 
and developers, manufacturers of mobile homes as well as for 
contractual services in the mining sector capitalized during the 
creation of fixed assets in the form of construction, and (b) own 
account consisting of construction work done by the utilities, 
governments, manufacturing, etc., sectors and also including 
pre-construction planning and design costs (i.e., architectural and 
engineering, soil testing, etc.), interest capitalized during construc- 
tion, etc. 


Materials content. Is the cost of materials installed portion of the 
value of work purchased. The residual difference between value of 
work purchased and cost of labour and materials is all other costs 
and profit. 


General Review 


Construction activity for 1985 and 1986 amounted to $67,983.2 
million and $70,406.0 million respectively. These expenditures are 
expected to increase to $72,347.5 million in 1987. The construc- 
tion program anticipated for 1987 exceeds 1986 by $1,941.5 
million or 2.8% which compares with an increase of 3.6% realized 
in 1986. In constant dollars, 1986 showed a decrease of $1,352 
million or 2.3%. 


The analysis of the total value of work to be put in place in 1987 
by the various industries reveals some significant variations over 
1986. Forestry shows the largest percentage increase (22.4%) 
followed by Trade (18.6%) and Finance (9.5%). The Mining Sector 
shows the largest percentage decrease at 15.6%. 


Expenditures in most of the provinces are expected to increase 
in 1987 with notable advances of 7.4% in New Brunswick and 
6.4% in Ontario. However, in contrast to these, the provinces of 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland reflect decreases of 1.8% and 
6.0% respectively, during 1987. 


In 1987, new construction is estimated to be up 2.5% while the 
repair portion shows an increase of 4.1%. The proportion of the 
complete program to be performed under contract during 1987 will 
be 69.8%. The value of engineering type construction at 32.7% of 
the total expected for 1987 is up 1.1% from 1986 and the building 
activity portion (67.3%) is up 3.6% over the year before. The 
strength (in dollars) in the engineering group of structures is 
primarily due to projects classified under gas and oil facilities and

Apergu général

Data users should note that estimates for housing for 1985, 
1986 and 1987 now include additional amounts representing 
alterations and improvements. The historical series for housing 
has been revised back to 1961 to include such activity and is now 
available on CANSIM matrix no. 0442 (for new housing) and matrix 
no. 0439 (for non-capital repairs).

STATISTICAL NOTES 


Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on 
information received from organizations and individuals 
paying for the work done and on information received from 
contractors performing the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure 
is the result of surveys for capital expenditures which 
obtain information from business firms, institutions, govern- 
ment-owned enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expendi- 
tures on new and repair construction by type of structure 
additional to a breakdown of these totals into value of work 
done by contract and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 87.4% 
was reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 
complete description of these methods, see the report 
Private and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 
1987. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to 
the surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for 
the most recent year available of all the firms in each 
industry by the corresponding total for the firms reporting 
in the current surveys. The use of shipments as a related 
indicator provides a framework of analysis in the estimation 
procedures to take account of relevant industry charac- 
teristics such as the size of firms. In the utilities, trade, 
finance and institutional and commercial services sectors 
the same principle has been followed using appropriate 
basic data for the sector concerned. Expenditures reported 
by establishments for which no production or other basic 
data are available are included as ‘‘net additions’’. It is 
believed that the estimating procedures for non-reporting 
firms and the sectors not covered by direct survey do not 
introduce any great margin of error into the total. The large 
sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, which 
will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage.

Sources 


Les statistiques publiées ici sont fondées sur les renseignements 
obtenus d’organismes ou de particuliers qui ont défrayé le cout des 
travaux exécutés et sur les renseignements recueillis auprés des 
entrepreneurs qui ont exécuté les travaux. 


Les données sur le montant des travaux selon la nature des 
constructions sont tireées de l’enquéte sur les immobilisations qui 
porte sur les entreprises commerciales, les établissements publics, 
les entreprises publiques et les administrations publiques. 


Dans ce cas, les enquétés doivent déclarer le montant total des 
travaux, selon la nature des travaux et selon la construction neuve 
et les réparations; ils doivent de plus ventiler ces totaux en fonction 
de la valeur des travaux exécutés sous contrat et de la valeur des 
travaux effectués par leur propre main-d’oeuvre. 


Methodes et champ d’enquéte 


ll est etabli que 87.4% de la valeur totale de la construction 
indiquée dans le bulletin a été déclarée dans le cadre des enquétes 
sur les dépenses en immobilisation des enterprises commerciales, 
des établissements publics, des entreprises publiques, des admi- 
nistrations publiques et du secteur de la construction domiciliaires. 
Le reste a été évalué. 


Nous donnons ci-aprés un bref apergu des méthodes utilisées 
dans ce travail d’estimation. On trouvera au bulletin /Investisse- 
ments privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives de 1987 une 
explication plus compléte de ces méthodes. 


Des ajustements sont apportes aux données recueillies lors de 
l’enquéte, afin de corriger les biais que pourraient entrainer les cas 
de non-réponse et de donner une plus grande portée a l’enquéte. 


Dans le cas de l’industrie manufacturiére, la méthode utilisée 
pour gonfler les dépenses déclarées consiste a multiplier les 
dépenses connues par un facteur obtenu en divisant la valeur totale 
des livraisons de i’année la plus récente, pour les entreprises 
appartenant a une méme branche d’activité, par le total correspon- 
dant des entreprises qui ont repondu au questionnaire de I’enquéte 
courante. Les livraisons sont en effet un indicateur qui constitue un 
cadre d’analyse des méthodes d’évaluation propre a tenir compte 
des caractéristiques de chaque branche d’activité (la taille des 
entreprises, par exemple). On a appliqué le méme principe pour les 
services d’utilite publique, le commerce, les finances, les étalisse- 
ments publics et les services commerciaux. Les dépenses décla- 
rées par des établissements pour lesquels nous n’avions pas de 
données sur la production ni aucun autre renseignement fondamen- 
tal sont considérées comme ‘‘additions nettes’’. Nous estimons que 
les méthodes d’évaluation appliquées aux entreprises qui n’ont pas 
répondu au questionnaire, ainsi qu’aux secteurs qui ne sont pas 
touches directement par une enquéte directe, n’introduisent pas de 
marge d’erreur importante dans le total. La taille de l’échantillon 
tend a réduire l’erreur d’estimation type; cette derniére peut 
d’ailleurs varier en fonction de la nature des constructions, des 
regions et des industries, selon les renseignements obtenus de 
chaque enquéte. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide own 


’ account data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which 
labour and materials content calculations are based. 


Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the 
labour value by average annual salaries and wages. That 
average was derived in multiplying by 52 the average 
weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction industry 
in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates vere made on a different basis from 
those derived from information submitted directly by busi- 
ness or government. For 1985 and 1986 estimates of the 
volume of residential construction were prepared on the 
basis of results from surveys conducted by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation and the value esti- 
mates were prepared by Statistics Canada. These value 
estimates were calculated by means of a methodology 
based on the duration of construction and monthly mea- 
sures of work put in place. Appraisals of the probable 
volume of housing construction in 1987 were made by field 
representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing con- 
struction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of 
the Corporation made estimates of private and government 
initiated housing for all municipalities in Canada with a 
population of 10,000 and over. The five regional offices and 
the head office of the Corporation checked these estimates. 
Independent estimates were made of housing in areas of 
less than 10,000 population. Finally, an allowance was 
made for other housing expenditures such as home con- 
versions, mobile homes, alterations, home improvements, 
cottages and acquisition costs which amounted to 46.9% 
of total expenditures. Allowing for probable changes in 
construction costs, estimates were then prepared for the 
value of construction work carried over from 1986 and the 
value of work expected to be undertaken in 1987.

Cette derniére correspond au montant 
obtenu lorsque I’on multiplie par 52 la moyenne hebdomadaire des 
salaires et des remunérations payés dans |’industrie de la construc- 
tion. (Les données sont obtenues de la Division du Travail.) 


Pour I’habitation, les estimations n’ont pas été établies sur la 
méme base que celles qui découlent des renseignements fournis 
directement par les entreprises ou les pouvoirs publics. En 1985 et 
1986, elles ont eté calculées d’aprés les résultats des enquétes 
menées par la Société centrale d’hypothéeques et de logement; c’est 
Statistique Canada qui a fait ces estimations au moyen d’une 
méthodologie fondée sur la durée des travaux et sur les réalisations 
mensuelles. En 1987, des estimations du montant probable des 
travaux de construction résidentielle ont ete faites par des représen- 
tants sur place de la Société qui ont consulté les administrateurs 
locaux, les constructeurs, les entrepreneurs, les fournisseurs de 
matériaux, et des autres particuliers ou sociétés intéressés. Grace 
aux renseignements ainsi obtenus et a leurs propres connaissan- 
ces, les représentants de la Société ont fait des précisions sur 
lhabitation privée et sociale dans toutes les municipalités du 
Canada de 10,000 habitants et plus. Les cing bureaux régionaux et 
le bureau central de la Société ont veérifié leurs estimations. Dans 
les régions de moins de 10,000 habitants, le logement a fait |’ objet 
d’estimations distinctes. Enfin, on a tenu compte des autres 
dépenses d’habitation telles que les transformations d'habitation, 
les maisons mobiles, les changements, les améliorations, les 
chaumieres, et les frais d’acquisition qui representent 46.9% des 
dépenses totales. En tenant compte de |’évolution probable des 
couts de la construction, on a pu alors estimer la valeur des travaux 
reportes de 1986, et celles des mises en chantier envisagées pour 
1987.

These data for construction, by type of structure, supplement 
those in Private and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 


(Catalogue 61-205) which was released in the DAILY and on 
CANSIM on March 9, 1988. 


As was announced on March 9, intended capital expenditures on 
construction in Canada is expected to reach $73.5 billion, in 1988, 
up 5.5% from the latest estimates for 1987. 


: 


Highlights of reported intentions by type of structure for 1988 are 
as follows: 


» Expenditures of Residential and Non-Residential Building 
Construction are expected to rise by only 1:3% ($0.7 billion), 
compared to the 22.5% increase ($9.2 billion) in 1987. 


» Expenditures on Residential Construction are expected to 
decrease by 1.3% to a level of $32.4 billion. This is in sharp 
contrast to the 1987 increase of 27.3% which saw spending 
___rise to a level of $32.8 billion. 


» Other increases are expected to occur in Retail and Wholesale 
Stores (26.7%, $0.7 billion), Warehouses (10.2%, $93 million), 
_ Factories (4.2%, $91 million). 


' Expenditures on Highway, Streets and all other Heavy Engi- 
___ neering Construction is expected to increase by $3.2 billion, a 
rise Of 16.4% compared to 1987’s decrease of 3.5% ($719 
million).

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Introduction 


This report contains data on the total value of construction put 
in place during 1985 to 1988. The preliminary and forecast data by 
structure, for the most part, were derived by applying a series of 
historical coefficients of structure by industry and province to 
aggregate data obtained from the survey for these same industries 
by province. An analysis of historical data revealed that in many 
industries the spending patterns by structure type were stable 
enough over time to permit the use of the data in this manner. An 
average of the previous three years of actual data (i.e., 1984, 1985 
and 1986) were used to create the ratios. In only a few industries 
is a preliminary/forecast survey actually carried out. These include 
the following: air, water and motor transport, urban transit, 
transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and coal 
products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural gas, 
federal, provincial and municipal government departments. 


For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, are 
based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. From 
the same source an earlier report Private and Public Investment in 
Canada, Intentions 1988 is published. Private and Public Invest- 
ment reports the total capital outlays program including machinery 
and equipment, whereas Construction in Canada emphasizes 
construction activity and reports a further detail of construction 
performed by 70 different types of structure. Additionally, statistics 


on labour and materials input are based on the Statistics Canada 


censuses of mechanical, electrical and other special trade contrac- 
tors, and highway, road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and 
non-residential general contractors. 


Definitions 


Construction. Is defined ‘as the creation, renovation, repair and 
demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to the 
natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the construction 
industry plus the output of the construction labour forces in other 
industries. Also included are related construction costs which are 
Capitalized during the creation of a structure. Examples include 
pre-construction planning and design, management, legal and real 
estate fees, interest during construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, as 
estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, Sources). 
Included is work purchased and services provided on contract by 
the construction industry and other producers such as oil and gas 
well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as property con- 
structed for lease, rent and sale by real estate operators. This work 
is designated as ‘‘contract construction’ (Table 2), or ‘‘contrac- 
tors’ (Table 8). Work performed on own account by construction 
labour forces in other than the construction industry, is also 
included in construction activity and is designated as ‘‘other 
construction’”’ (Table 2) or ‘“‘utilities -governments-miscellaneous”’ 
(Table 8). Own account construction also includes related con- 
struction costs such as preconstruction planning and design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during construc- 
tion, materials purchased for contractors, etc. 


Introduction 


Ce bulletin renferme des renseignements sur la valeur totale des travaux 
de construction exécutés au cours des années 1985-1988. Pour obtenir les 
chiffres provisoires et prévisionnels selon le genre de construction par 
secteur et par province l’on s’est surtout servi d’une série de coefficients de 
la construction par activite economique et par province pour agreger les 
resultats de l’enquéte effectuée sur ces mémes activites économiques par 
province. Une analyse des données historiques a révelé que les schemas 
de dépenses par genre de construction dans nombre de secteurs étaient 
asses stables pour permettre de procéder de cette fagon. La moyenne des 
donnees reelles des trois années precédentes (1984, 1985 et 1986) a 
permis de determiner les ratios. Seulement les branches suivantes font 
l'objet d'une enquéte directe en vue d’obtenir des chiffres provisoires et 
previsionnels: transport aérien, transport par eau, camionnage, transport 
urbain, materiel de transport, métaux primaires, dérivés du pétrole et du 
charbon, produits chimiques, énergie électrique, pétrole et gaz naturel, 
administrations fédérales, provinciales et municipales. 


La plupart des renseignements publiés ici ont été recueillis dans le cadre 
d’une enquéte de Statistique Canada sur les investissements. Le bulletin 
Investissements privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives de 1986 est tire 
de la méme enquéte; il porte sur la valeur totale des immobilisations, y 
compris les machines et |’outillage, tandis que La construction au Canada 
met l’accent sur I’activite de l'industrie de la construction et donne plus de 
details sur les travaux de construction exécutés selon le genre de construc- 
tion (on en distingue environ 70). Cette publication renferme de plus des 
données supplémentaires sur la main-d’oeuvre et les matériaux utilises: ces 
données sont tirees de recensements que Statistique Canada méne aupres 
de certains entrepreneurs spécialisés dans les domaines de la mécanique, 
de |’electricite et de métiers spécialisés et d’entrepreneurs généraux dans 
les travaux de grande route, rue, chemin et pont, de construction lourde et 
de batiments domiciliaires et non-domiciliaires. 


Definitions 


Construction. Création, renovation, reparation ou démolition de construc- 
tions fixes et modification de la topographie naturelle du terrain. 


Travaux de construction. Résultat de l’activite de l’industrie de la 
construction et de |l’activite dans la construction par la main-d’oeuvre 
appartenant a d’autres branches d’activites. S’appliquent également aux 
frais de construction connexes qui sont capitalisés au cours de la création 
de la construction. Par exemple, cela comprend la planification et la 
conception preéliminaires a une construction, les frais de gestion, les 
honoraires et les commissions immobiliéres ainsi que l’intérét versé au 
cours de la construction. 


Ce bulletin renferme des données sur la ‘‘valeur en dollars’’ estimative des 
travaux de construction achetés (ou mis en place) au Canada (voir 
Renseignements statistique, Sources); il comprend les travaux achetés et 
les services fournis a contrat par l'industrie de la construction ou par 
d’autres entrepreneurs comme des entrepreneurs en forage de puits de 
petrole et de gaz, des arpenteurs, des traiteurs, etc., ainsi que les biens 
construits pour étre loués a bail, loues ou vendus par des exploitants 
immobiliers. Ces travaux sont désignés par |’expression ‘‘construction sous 
contrat” (tableau 2), ou ‘‘entrepreneurs’’ (tableau 8). Les travaux executes 
pour compte propre par une main-d’oeuvre n’appartenant pas a |’industrie 
de la construction sont inclus dans |’activite de construction et désignés 
comme “autre construction” (tableau 2) ou “‘services d’utilite publique- 
gouvernements-divers’’ (tableau 8). La construction pour compte propre 
comprend egalement les frais de construction connexes comme les frais de 
planification et de conception préliminaires, les frais de gestion, les 
honoraires juridiques et les commissions immobiliéres, l'intérét verse au 
cours de la construction, les materiaux achetés pour les entrepreneurs et le 
reste. 


In 1975, the Construction Census Section of the Construction 
Division, in co-operation with contractors and their associations, 
completed the first census of the construction industry. This has 
become an annual census and data concerning all segments of the 
industry have been published for the years 1975 to 1985. Data for 
1986 will become available in early summer 1988. The census 
covers some 40 sub-industry groups and the results are published 
in a series of seven publications as follows:

64-206 Highway, Road and Bridge General Contractors

As noted previously, the ‘‘contract construction”’ or ‘‘contractors”’ 
data as published in Construction in Canada includes work done 
by real estate developers, contract work related to the exploration 
and development of oil and gas wells and other mining, mobile 
house construction, etc. As such, it is not a pure measure of work 
done by the construction industry. A much more accurate and 
detailed source of information on the industry is contained within 
the census publications mentioned above. In 1985, for example, 
census data showed that the construction industry performed 
slightly more than $34 billion of work. This is in sharp contrast to 
the $44.9 billion as reported in Construction in Canada for the 
same period (see Tables 2 and 8). 


Text Table | outlines a reconcitiation between the census publica- 
tions and Construction in Canada. The reconciliation is not yet 
available by province as special problems exist in the allocation of 
work done by developers. It should also be noted that the 
reconciliation has been done at the aggregate level by the three 
main types of construction, namely residential, non-residential and 
engineering construction. 


Some explanation regarding the nature, source and methods of the 
reconciliation have been provided in the footnotes. A more 
comprehensive document outlining the methodology is available 
upon request, from the Construction Census Section. 


New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as well 
as additions and major renovations, conversions and alterations 
where either a structural change takes place or the life of an 
existing asset is extended beyond its normal life expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and altera- 
tions made to maintain the operating efficiency of the existing 
structures. 


Structures. The construction value, and the structures that this is 
broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or indirectly 
in the construction of the structure. In the independently recogniz- 
able structures the value of all permanently built-in equipment 
forming an integral part of the structure is included, as well as the 
cost of site preparation and land improvement. The purchase value 
of land and existing buildings is excluded. 
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En 1975, la Section du recensement de la construction de la Division de la 
construction, en collaboration avec les entrepreneurs et leurs associations, 
réalisait le premier recensement de |’industrie de la construction. Depuis, ce 
recensement s’effectue tous les ans et les donnees qui s’appliquent a tous 
les segments de l’industrie ont paru pour les années 1975 a 1985. Les 
renseignements pour 1986 sortiront au debut de l’ete 1988. Le recensement 
porte sur environ 40 groupes secondaires et les chiffres paraissent dans ute 
série de sept publications:

Comme nous l’avons fait remarquer precedemment, les donnees sur la 
“construction sous contrat’ ou ‘‘entrepreneurs’’ paraissant dans La 
construction au Canada comprennent les travaux executes par les exploi- 
tants immobiliers, le travail a forfait lie a l’exploration et a l’exploitation de 
puits de pétrole et de gaz et a d’autres exploitations minieres, la construction 
d’habitations mobiles, etc. En tant que telle il ne s’agit pas d’une mesure 
pure des travaux effectues par l'industrie de la construction. Une source de 
renseignements beaucoup plus précise et plus detaillee sur l'industrie est 
présentée dans les publications de recensement susmentionnées. En 1985, 
les données de recensement indiquaient que l’industrie de la construction 
était intervenue pour un peu plus de $34 milliards de ces travaux. Cette 
situation ressort nettement par rapport aux $44.9 milliards figurant dans la 
publication La construction au Canada pour la méme periode (voir les 
tableaux 2 et 8). 


Le tableau explicatif | presente un rapprochement entre les publications du 
recensement et La construction au Canada. Le rapprochement n’est pas 
encore disponible par province puisque nous devons faire face a des 
problémes spéciaux pour répartir le travail effectue par les exploitants. Il 
convient cependant de remarquer que le rapprochement a ete fait a un 
niveau agrégé pour les trois genres de construction, c’est-a-dire la construc- 
tion domiciliaire, non-domiciliaire et la construction lourde. . 


Les renvois renferment quelques explications au sujet de la nature, des 
sources et des méthodes de rapprochement. On peut obtenir un document 
plus complet sur la méthodologie en faisant la demande aupres de la Section 
du recensement de la construction. 


Construction neuve. Ouvrages neufs et rajouts ou renovations, transfor- 
mations et réfections importantes, si une modification est apportee a une 
construction ou si la vie utile d’une immobilisation est prolongee au-dela de 
sa vie utile probable. 


Réparations. Rénovations et réfections de moindre importance propres a 
conserver une construction en état d’exploitation. 


Constructions. Le montant des travaux et sa ventilation suivant le genre de 
construction comprend I’ensemble des depenses engagees directement ou 
indirectement dans le cadre des travaux de construction. Dans le cas de 
constructions reconnaissable comme telles, le montant des travaux com- 
prend le matériel installe a demeure et constituant une partie integrante de 
la construction, ainsi que le cout du terrassement et de I’amenagement du 
terrain; toutefois, la valeur du terrain et des batiments existants n'est pas 
comprise. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived by 
dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including earn- 
ings and withdrawals of working owners and partners of unincor- 
porated businesses) by average annual earnings. The average 
annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the average 
weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction industry in that 
year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (i.e., construction) 
produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada are derived 
directly from survey results. All employees, whether casual, part 
time or full time who have worked one day or the equivalent of 
same in the last week of any month are counted. As such, the data 
resulting from the two series are quite dissimilar, and it is sug- 
gested that the user choose the series most appropriate. to his 
requirement. 


The numbers are presented for (a) contract work which includes 
work put in place by construction contractors, real estate operators 
and developers, manufacturers of mobile homes as well as for 
contractual services in the mining sector capitalized during the 
creation of fixed assets in the form of construction, and (b) own 
account consisting of construction work done by the utilities, 
governments, manufacturing, etc., sectors and also including 
pre-construction planning and design costs (i.e., architectural and 
engineering, soil testing, etc.), interest capitalized during construc- 
tion, etc. 


Materials content. Is the cost of materials installed portion of the 
value of work purchased. The residual difference between value of 
work purchased and cost of labour and materials is all other costs 
and profit. 
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Main-d’oeuve. Les données sur la main-d’oeuvre (c.-a-d., les effectifs) 
figurant au tableau 8 de la publication intitulee La construction au Canada 
sont calculées en divisant les estimations totales des traitements et salaires 
verses (y compris les gains et retenues des propriétaires et associés actifs 
d’entreprises non constituées) par les gains annuels moyens. La moyenne 
annuelle des salaires et des remunérations est obtenu lorsque |’on multiplie 
par 52 la moyenne hebdomadaire des salaires et des remunérations payés 
dans l'industrie de la construction. (Les données sont obtenues de la 
Division du Travail). 


Les estimations des salariés par industrie (c’est-a-dire la construction) 
produites par la Division du travail de Statistique Canada proviennent 
directement des chiffres déclarés a I’enquéte. Tous les salariés, qu’ils soient 
occasionnels, a temps partiel ou a plein temps, qui ont travaille une journée 
ou |’equivalent au cours de la derniére semaine d’un mois quelconque sont 
pris en compte. Aussi, les données provenant des deux séries divergent 
quelque peu; pour cette raison, nous recommandons a |’usager de choisir 
la serie convenant le plus a ses besoins. 


Les chiffres sont presentés pour a) le travail a forfait qui comprend les 
constructions mises en place par les entrepreneurs en construction, les 
exploitants et lotisseurs immobiliers, les fabricants d’habitations mobiles 
ainsi que pour les services a forfait dans le secteur minier qui ont été 
Capitalises pendant la création des immobilisations sous la forme de 
constructions, et b) les travaux pour compte propre qui comprennent les 
travaux de construction effectues par les services d’utilite publique, les 
administrations publiques, le secteur manufacturier, etc., et les frais de 
conception et de planification prealables a la construction (par exemple, 
architecture et services techniques, essais des sols), l’interét capitalisé 
pendant la construction, etc. 


Materiaux. Les données sur les matériaux portent sur le cout des matériaux 
entrant dans la construction mise en place. La difference entre la valeur 
totale des travaux achetes et le colt combiné de la main-d’oeuvre et des 
materiaux represente l’ensemble des autres couts et le bénéfice.

STATISTICAL NOTES 


Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on 
information received from organizations and individuals 
paying for the work done and on information received from 
contractors performing the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure 
is the result of surveys for capital expenditures which 
obtain information from business firms, institutions, govern- 
ment-owned enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expendi- 
tures on new and repair construction by type of structure 
additional to a breakdown of these totals into value of work 
done by contract and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 87.3% 
was reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 
complete description of these methods, see the report 
Private and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 
1988. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to 
the surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for 
the most recent year available of all the firms in each 
industry by the corresponding total for the firms reporting 
in the current surveys. The use of shipments as a related 
indicator provides a framework of analysis in the estimation 
procedures to take account of relevant industry charac- 
teristics such as the size of firms. In the utilities, trade, 
finance and institutional and commercial services sectors 
the same principle has been followed using appropriate 
basic data for the sector concerned. Expenditures reported 
by establishments for which no production or other basic 
data are available are included as ‘‘net additions’’. It is 
believed that the estimating procedures for non-reporting 
firms and the sectors not covered by direct survey do not 
introduce any great margin of error into the total. The large 
sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, which 
will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage. 


RENSEIGNEMENTS STATISTIQUES 


Sources 


Les statistiques publiées ici sont fondees sur les renseignements 
obtenus d’organismes ou de particuliers qui ont defraye le cout des 
travaux executes et sur les renseignements recueillis aupres des 
entrepreneurs qui ont execute les travaux. 


Les données sur le montant des travaux selon la nature des 
constructions sont tirees de l’enquéte sur les immobilisations qui 
porte sur les entreprises commerciales, les etablissements publics, 
les entreprises publiques et les administrations publiques. 


Dans ce cas, les enquétés doivent declarer le montant total des 
travaux, selon la nature des travaux et selon la construction neuve 
et les reparations; ils doivent de plus ventiler ces totaux en fonction 
de la valeur des travaux exécuteés sous contrat et de la valeur des 
travaux effectues par leur propre main-d’oeuvre. 


Methodes et champ d’enqueéte 


Il est établi que 87.3% de la valeur totale de la construction 
indiquée dans le bulletin a ete déclarée dans le cadre des enquétes 
sur les depenses en immobilisation des enterprises commerciales, 
des établissements publics, des entreprises publiques, des admi- 
nistrations publiques et du secteur de la construction domiciliaires. 
Le reste a ete evalue. 


Nous donnons ci-aprés un bref apergu des methodes utilisees 
dans ce travail d’estimation. On trouvera au bulletin Investisse- 
ments privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives de 1988 une 
explication plus complete de ces methodes. 


Des ajustements sont apportes aux données recueillies lors de 
l'enquéte, afin de corriger les biais que pourraient entrainer les cas 
de non-réponse et de donner une plus grande porteée a |’enquéte. 


Dans le cas de l'industrie manufacturiére, la methode utilisee 
pour gonfler les depenses déclarées consiste a multiplier les 
dépenses connues par un facteur obtenu en divisant la valeur totale 
des livraisons de |l’année la plus recente, pour les entreprises 
appartenant a une meme branche d’activite, par le total correspon- 
dant des entreprises qui ont repondu au questionnaire de I’enquete 
courante. Les livraisons sont en effet un indicateur qui constitue un 
cadre d’analyse des méthodes d’evaluation propre a tenir compte 
des caractéristiques de chaque branche d’activite (la taille des 
entreprises, par exemple). On a applique le meme principe pour les 
services d’utilite publique, le commerce, les finances, les etalisse- 
ments publics et les services commerciaux. Les depenses decla- 
rees par des établissements pour lesquels nous n’avions pas de 
données sur la production ni aucun autre renseignement fondamen- 
tal sont considérées comme ‘‘additions nettes’’. Nous estimons que 
les méthodes d’évaluation appliquees aux entreprises qui n’ont pas 
repondu au questionnaire, ainsi qu’aux secteurs qui ne sont pas 
touches directement par une enquéte directe, n’introduisent pas de 
marge d’erreur importante dans le total. La taille de l’echantillon 
tend a reduire l’erreur d’estimation type; cette derniere peut 
d’ailleurs varier en foncticn de la nature des constructions, des 
regions et des industries, selon les renseignements obtenus de 
chaque enquéte. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide own 
account data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which 
labour and materials content calculations are based. 


Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the 
labour value by average annual salaries and wages. That 
average was derived in multiplying by 52 the average 
weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction industry 
in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates were made on a different basis from 
those derived from information submitted directly by busi- 
ness or government. For 1986 and 1987 estimates of the 
volume of residential construction were prepared on the 
basis of results from surveys conducted by the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation and the value esti- 
mates were prepared by Statistics Canada. These value 
estimates were calculated by means of a methodology 
based on the duration of construction and monthly mea- 
sures of work put in place. Appraisals of the probable 
volume of housing construction in 1988 were made by field 
representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing con- 
struction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of 
the Corporation made estimates of private and government 
initiated housing for all municipalities in Canada with a 
population of 10,000 and over. The five regional offices and 
the head office of the Corporation checked these estimates. 
Independent estimates were made of housing in areas of 
less than 10,000 population. Finally, an allowance was 
made for other housing expenditures such as home con- 
versions, mobile homes, alterations, home improvements, 
cottages and acquisition costs which amounted to 41.9% 
of total expenditures. Allowing for probable changes in 
construction costs, estimates were then prepared for the 
value of construction work carried over from 1987 and the 
value of work expected to be undertaken in 1988.

Pour l’habitation, les estimations n’ont pas été établies sur la 
meme base que celles qui decoulent des renseignements fournis 
directement par les entreprises ou les pouvoirs publics. En 1986 et 
1987, elles ont ete calculées d’aprés les résultats des enquétes 
meneées par la Societe centrale d’hypotheques et de logement; c’est 
Statistique Canada qui a fait ces estimations au moyen d’une 
methodologie fondée sur la durée des travaux et sur les realisations 
mensuelles. En 1988, des estimations du montant probable des 
travaux de construction résidentielle ont ete faites par des represen- 
tants sur place de la Societe qui ont consulte les administrateurs 
locaux, les constructeurs, les entrepreneurs, les fournisseurs de 
materiaux, et des autres particuliers ou sociétes interessés. Grace 
aux renseignements ainsi obtenus et a leurs propres connaissan- 
ces, les représentants de la Société ont fait des précisions sur 
I’habitation privee et sociale dans toutes les municipalites du 
Canada de 10,000 habitants et plus. Les cing bureaux régionaux et 
le bureau central de la Societe ont verifie leurs estimations. Dans 
les regions de moins de 10,000 habitants, le logement a fait l'objet 
d’estimations distinctes.

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Highlights 
CONSTRUCTION IN CANADA, 1987-1989 


Intended capital expenditures on new construction in 
Canada, released in March, are expected to reach 
$81.8 billion in 1989, up 4.9% from the latest estimate 
for 1988. Details of the Construction data are now 


available. 


Highlights of the intentions by type of structure for 


: 1989 are as follows: 


Building Structures 


Total expenditures on new building construction 
are expected to rise in 1989 by 3.5% ($1.9 
billion) due mainly to expected increases in 
commercial buildings (5.1%, $602 million), 
institutional buildings (12.3%, $420 million) and 
in the residential sector (1.1%, $420 million). 


The spending on new commercial buildings is 
accounted for by the anticipated increase in 


office building construction of $542 million 
(9.5%). 
Increased expenditures on residential 


construction in 1989 result from an expected 
increase in other residential construction (6.6%, 
$1.0 billion) which represents estimates for 
alterations and improvements to existing housing. 
In constrast, there is an anticipated decline in the 
construction of new single detached homes 
(-4.2%, $580 million). 


Engineering Structures 


Expenditures on new engineering construction 
are expected to increase by 8.0% ($1.9 billion) 
as the result of anticipated increases in new 
construction for electric power facilities (16.8%, 
$742 million), for rail, telephone and cable 
television lines (19.9%, $397 million) and for 
waterworks and sewage systems (15.1%, $388 
million) while gas and oil facilities are expected 
to decrease by (-1.1%, -$78 million). 


The anticipated increase in new construction for 
electric power structures is led by increases for 
1989 in electric power generating plants (19.9%, 
$445 million) and for additional transmission and 
distribution lines (13.7%, $297 million). 


Faits saillants 
LA CONSTRUCTION AU CANADA, 1987-1989

For gas and oil engineering structures the 
expected decreased spending is due to a $606 
million (-12%) decrease in anticipated spending 
for oil and gas wells which is only partially offset 
by expected increased new construction 
expenditures for gas pipelines (54.5%, $309 
million), for natural gas processing plants 
(50.8%) and for oit refineries (28.2%). 


PROVINCIAL 


Building Structures 


All provinces except Prince Edward Island and 
Quebec share in the increase in new 
construction for building structures in 1989. 
British Columbia shows the largest increase 
(9.3%) due to an anticipated 12.7% gain in 
residential construction. 


Engineering Structures 


Manitoba shows the largest increase (20.9%) for 
1989 for new construction in engineering 
structures due to expected increased spending 
for electric power generating plants and gas 
pipelines. 


Four other provinces also exceed the national 
rate for increased spending of 8.0%: New 
Brunswick (19.5%), Quebec (15.3%), Ontario 
(13.1%) and Prince Edward Island (10.1%).

Introduction 


This report contains data on the total value of construction put 
in place during 1986 to 1989. The preliminary and forecast 
data by structure, for the most part, were derived by applying a 
series of historical coefficients of structure by industry and 
province to aggregate data obtained from the survey for these 
same industries by province. An analysis of historical data 
revealed that in many industries the spending patterns by 
Structure type were stable enough over time to permit the use 
of the data in this manner. An average of the previous three 
years of actual data (i.e., 1985, 1986 and 1987) were used to 
create the ratios. In only a few industries is a 
preliminary/forecast survey actually carried out. These include 
the following: air, water and motor transport, .urban transit, 
transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and coal 
products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural gas, 
federal, provincial and municipal government departments. 


_ For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, 
_ are based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. 
_ From the same source an earlier report Private and Public 

Investment in Canada, Intentions 1989 is published. Private 
and Public Investment reports the total capital outlays 
program including machinery and equipment, whereas 
_ Construction in Canada emphasizes construction activity and 
_ reports a further detail of construction performed by 70 different 
_types of structure. Additionally, statistics on labour and 
_ materials input are based on the Statistics Canada censuses of 

mechanical, electrical and other special trade contractors, and 
highway, road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and 
_ non-residential general contractors. 


| Definitions 


| Construction. Is defined as the creation, renovation, repair 
_ and demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to 
the natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the 
construction industry plus the output of the construction labour 
forces in other industries. Also included are related construction 
costs which are capitalized during the creation of a structure. 
Examples include pre-construction planning and design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during 
construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, 
as estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, 
Sources). Included is work purchased and services provided on 
contract by the construction industry and other producers such 
as oil and gas well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as 
property constructed for lease, rent and sale by real estate 
Operators. This work is designated as ‘contract construction’ 
(Table 2), or ‘contractors’ (Table 8). Work performed on own 
account by construction labour forces in other than the 
construction industry, is also included in construction activity 
and is designated as ‘other construction’ (Table 2) or ‘utilities

Introduction

In 1975, the Construction Census Section of the Construction 
Division, in co-operation with contractors and their associations, 
completed the first census of the construction industry. This 
has become an annual census and data concerning all 
segments of the industry have been published for the years 
1975 to 1986. Data for 1987 will become available in early 
summer 1989. The census covers some 40 sub-industry 
groups and the results are published in a series of seven 
publications as follows:

As noted previously, the ‘contract construction’ or 
‘contractors’ data as published in Construction in Canada 
includes work done by real estate developers, contract work 
related to the exploration and development of oil and gas wells 
and other mining, mobile house construction, etc. As such, it Is 
not a pure measure of work done by the construction industry. 
A much more accurate and detailed source of information on 
the industry is contained within the census publications 
mentioned above. In 1985, for example, census data showed 
that the construction industry performed slightly more than $34 
billion of work. This is in sharp contrast to the $44.9 billion as 
reported in Construction in Canada for the same period (see 
Tables 2 and 8). 


Text Table | outlines a reconciliation between the census 
publications and Construction in Canada. The reconciliation is 
not yet available by province as special problems exist in the 
allocation of work done by developers. It should also be noted 
that the reconciliation has been done at the aggregate level by 
the three main types of construction, namely residential, 
non-residential and engineering construction. 


Some explanation regarding the nature, source and methods of 
the reconciliation have been provided in the footnotes. A more 
comprehensive document outlining the methodology is available 
upon request, from the Construction Census Section. 


New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as 
well as additions and major renovations, conversions and 
alterations where either a structural change takes place or the 
life of an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of the 
existing structures.

Structures. The construction value, and the structures that 
this is broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or 
indirectly in the construction of the structure. In the 
independently recognizable structures the value of all 
permanently built-in equipment forming an integral part of the 
structure is included, as well as the cost of site preparation and 
land improvement. The purchase value of land and existing 
buildings is excluded. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived 
by dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including 
earnings and withdrawals of working owners and partners of 
unincorporated businesses) by average annual earnings. The 
average annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the 
average weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction 
industry in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (i.e., 
construction) produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada 
are derived directly from survey results. All employees, whether 
casual, part time or full time who have worked one day or the 
equivalent of same in the last week of any month are counted. 
As such, the data resulting from the two series are quite 
dissimilar, and it is suggested that the user choose the series 
most appropriate to his requirement. 


The numbers are presented for (a) contract work which 
includes work put in place by construction contractors, real 
estate operators and developers, manufacturers of mobile 
homes as well as for contractual services in the mining sector 
Capitalized during the creation of fixed assets in the form of 
construction, and (b) Own account consisting of construction 
work done by the utilities, governments, manufacturing, etc., 
sectors and also including pre-construction planning and design 
costs (i.€., architectural and engineering, soil testing, etc.), 
interest capitalized during construction, etc. 


Materials content. Is the cost of materials installed portion of 
the value of work purchased. The residual difference between 
value of work purchased and cost of labour and materials is all 
other costs and profit.

STATISTICAL NOTES 
Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on information 
received from organizations and individuals paying for the work 
done and on information received from contractors performing 
the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure is 
the result of surveys for capital expenditures which obtain 
information from business firms, institutions, government-owned 
enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expenditures on 
new and repair construction by type of structure additional to a 
breakdown of these totals into value of work done by contract 
and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 88.6% was 
reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 


complete description of these methods, see the report Private’ 


and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 1989. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to the 
surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for the 
most recent year available of all the firms in each industry by 
the corresponding total for the firms reporting in the current 
surveys. The use of shipments as a related indicator provides a 
framework of analysis in the estimation procedures to take 
account of relevant industry characteristics such as the size of 
firms. In the utilities, trade, finance and institutional and 
commercial services sectors the same principle has been 
followed using appropriate basic data for the sector concerned. 
Expenditures reported by establishments for which no 
production or other basic data are available are included as 
"net additions”. It is believed that the estimating procedures for 
non-reporting firms and the sectors not covered by direct 
survey do not introduce any great margin of error into the total. 
The large sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, 
which will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide own account 
data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which labour 
and materials content calculations are based.

Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the labour 
value by average annual salaries and wages. That average 
was derived in multiplying by 52 the average weekly wages 
and salaries paid in the construction industry in that year (data 
obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates were made on a different basis from those 
derived from information submitted directly by business or 
government. For 1987 and 1988 estimates of the volume of 
residential construction were prepared on the basis of results 
from surveys conducted by the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation and the value estimates were prepared by 
Statistics Canada. These value estimates were calculated by 
means of a methodology based on the duration of construction 
and monthly measures of work put in place. Appraisals of the 
probable volume of housing construction in 1989 were made 
by field representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing 
construction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of the 
Corporation made estimates of private and government initiated 
housing for all municipalities in Canada with a population of 
10,000 and over. The five regional offices and the head office 
of the Corporation checked these estimates. Independent 
estimates were made of housing in areas of less than 10,000 
population. Finally, an allowance was made for other housing 
expenditures such as home conversions, mobile homes, 
alterations, home improvements, cottages and acquisition costs. 
Allowing for probable changes in construction costs, estimates 
were then prepared for the value of construction work carried 
over from 1988 and the value of work expected to be 
undertaken in 1989.

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Highlights 


CONSTRUCTION IN CANADA, 1988-1990 


Intended capital expenditures on new construction in 
Canada, released in March, are expected to reach 
$90.6 billion in 1990, up 5.9% from the latest estimate 
in 1989. Details of the Construction data are now 
available. 


Highlights of the intentions by type of structure for 
1990 are as follows: 


Building Structures 


e@ Total expenditures on new building construction 
are expected to rise in 1990 by 3.2% ($2.0 billion). 
This anticipated increase is due in large part to 
increases in residential buildings ($1.4 billion, 
3.6%) and in institutional buildings ($0.5 billion, 
12.2%). The overall increase is somewhat 
moderated by expected decrease in_ industrial 
buildings -9.4%. 


@ Growth in residential construction will be led by an 
increase in other residential construction ($1.8 
billion or 10.7%) which represents estimates for 
alterations and improvements to existing housing. 
In contrast, there is an anticipated decline of $594 
million (-3.8%) in the construction of new single 
detached homes. 


Engineering Structures 


e@ Expenditures on new engineering construction are 
expected to increase by 12.8% ($3.0 billion) as the 
result of anticipated increases in new construction 
for gas and oil facilities ($1.5 billion, 28.4%), 
electric power facilities ($911 million, 19.0%), 
waterworks and sewage ($304 million, 13.2%) and 
marine construction ($146 million, 35.5%). 


e@ The anticipated increase in gas and oil facilities 
will be largely fueled by an increase of $753 
million (24.7%) on oil and gas wells, a $343 million 
(33.0%) increase in gas pipelines and a $318 
million (59.8%) in oil refineries.

LA CONSTRUCTION AU CANADA, 1988-1990 


Selon les perspectives diffusées en mars, les dépenses en 
immobilisations pour la construction d’ouvrage neuf au 
Canada atteindront $90.6 milliards en 1990, une augmentation 
de 5.9% par rapport aux derniéres estimations de 1989. Les 
données sur la construction sont maintenant disponibles. 


Les faits saillants des perspectives selon le genre de 
construction pour 1990, se présentent comme suit: 


Construction de batiments 


@ En ce qui concerne la construction de batiments neufs, on 
s’attend, en 1990, a une augmentation de 3.2% ($2.0 
milliards) des dépenses totales, surtout en raison des 
hausses prévues dans la construction d’habitations ($1.4 
milliard, 3.6%) et d’édifices institutionnels (0.5 milliard, 
12.2%). L’augmentation globale a été quelque peu 
atténuée par la baisse prévue dans la construction des 
batiments industriels (-9.4%). 


e@ Les hausses dans la construction domiciliaire suivront une 
progression dans d’autres constructions domiciliaires ($1.8 
milliard ou 10.7%) qui est constitué de travaux de 
rénovation et de modifications a des habitations existantes. 
Par contre, on prévoit une baisse de $594 millions (-3.8%) 
dans la construction de nouvelles maisons simples 
détachées. 


Travaux de génie 


@ Selon les prévisions, les dépenses au titre des nouveaux 
travaux de génie augmenteront de 12.8% ($3.0 milliards) 
en raison des hausses prévues pour les nouvelles 
installations de gaz et de pétrole ($1.5 milliard, 28.4%), les 
construction de réseaux électriques ($911 millions, 19.0%), 
les canalisations et systémes d’égout ($304 millions, 
13.2%) et le génie maritime ($146 millions, 35.5%). 


@ La hausse prévue pour la construction d’installations de 
gaz et de pétrole sera largement attribuable a une 
progression de $753 millions (24.7%) pour les puits de 
gaz et de pétrole, de $343 millions (33.0%) pour les 
pipelines de gaz et de $318 millions (59.8%) pour les 
raffineries de pétrole. 


e@ Planned expenditure increases in electric power 
construction will be driven almost exclusively by a 
34.8% ($858 million) increase in electric power 
generating plants. 


PROVINCIAL 


Building Structures 


@ All provinces, with the exception of Quebec (-$298 
million), New Brunswick (-$45 million), and Nova 
Scotia (-$3 million) will take part in the expected 
increase in new construction for building structures 
in 1990. British Columbia is projected to show the 
largest increase ($1,304 million, 16.6%) due to an 
anticipated $939 million gain in residential 
construction. 


Engineering Structures 


@ A decline of $65 million in British Columbia is 
expected to be the only decrease for new 
construction in engineering structures. All other 
provinces with the exception of Prince Edward 
Island (12.1%) and Ontario (4.9%) exceed the 
national average increase of 12.8%.

Construction de batiments

progression de la construction de nouveaux batiments en

Introduction 


This report contains data on the total value of construction put 
in place during 1987 to 1990. The preliminary and forecast 
data by structure, for the most part, were derived by applying a 
series of historical coefficients of structure by industry and 
province to aggregate data obtained from the survey for these 
same industries by province. An analysis of historical data 
revealed that in many industries the spending patterns by 
Structure type were stable enough over time to permit the use 
of the data in this manner. An average of the previous three 
years of actual data (i.e., 1986, 1987 and 1988) were used to 
create the ratios. In only a_ few industries is a 
preliminary/forecast survey actually carried out. These include 
the following: air, water and motor transport, urban transit, 
transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and coal 
products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural gas, 
federal, provincial and municipal government departments. 


For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, 
are based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. 
From the same source an earlier report Private and Public 
Investment in Canada, Intentions 1990 is published. Private 
and Public Investment reports the total capital outlays 
program including machinery: and equipment, whereas 
Construction in Canada emphasizes construction activity and 
reports a further detail of construction performed by 70 different 
types of structure. Additionally, statistics on labour and 
materials input are based on the Statistics Canada censuses of 
mechanical, electrical and other special trade contractors, and 
highway, road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and 
non-residential general contractors. 


Definitions 


Construction. Is defined as the creation, renovation, repair 
and demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to 
the natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the 
construction industry plus the output of the construction labour 
forces in other industries. Also included are related construction 
costs which are capitalized during the creation of a structure. 
Examples include pre-construction planning and design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during 
construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, 
as estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, 
Sources). Included is work purchased and services provided on 
contract by the construction industry and other producers such 
as oil and gas well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as 
property constructed for lease, rent and sale by real estate 
operators. This work is designated as ‘contract construction’ 
(Table 2), or contractors’ (Table 8). Work performed on own 
account by construction labour forces in other than the 
construction industry, is also included in construction activity 
and is designated as ‘other construction’ (Table 2) or ‘utilities 
-governments-miscellaneous’ (Table 8). Own account 


Introduction 


Ce bulletin renferme des renseignements sur la valeur totale des travaux 
de construction exécutés au cours des années 1987-1990. Pour obtenir 
les chiffres provisoires et prévisionnels selon le genre de construction 
par secteur et par province |’on s’est surtout servi d’une série de 
coefficients de la construction par activité économique et par province 
pour agréger les résultats de l’enquéte effectuée sur ces mémes 
activités économiques par province. Une analyse des données 
historiques a révélé que les schémas de dépenses par genre de 
construction dans nombre de secteurs étaient assez stables pour 
permettre de procéder de cette fagon. La moyenne des données réelles 
des trois années précédentes (1986, 1987 et 1988) a permis de 
déterminer les ratios. Seulement les branches suivantes font |’objet 
d’une enquéte directe en vue d’obtenir des chiffres provisoires et 
prévisionnels: transport aérien, transport par eau, camionnage, transport 
urbain, matériel de transport, métaux primaires, dérivés du pétrole et du 
charbon, produits chimiques, énergie électrique, pétrole et gaz naturel, 
administrations fédérales, provinciales et municipales. 


La plupart des renseignements publiés ici ont été recueillis dans le 
cadre d’une enquéte de Statistique Canada sur les investissements. Le 
bulletin Investissements privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives 
de 1990 est tiré de la méme enquéte; il porte sur la valeur totale des 
immobilisations, y compris les machines et |’outillage, tandis que La 
construction au Canada met l’accent sur l’activité de l'industrie de la 
construction et donne plus de détails sur les travaux de construction 
executés selon le genre de construction (on en distingue environ 70). 
Cette publication renferme de plus des données supplémentaires sur la 
main-d’oeuvre et les matériaux utilisés; ces données sont tirées de 
recensements que Statistique Canada méne auprés de certains 
entrepreneurs spécialisés dans les domaines de la mécanique, de

Construction. Création, rénovation, réparation ou démolition de 
constructions fixes et modification de la topographie naturelle du terrain. 


Travaux de construction. Résultat de |’activité de l'industrie de la 
construction et de l’activiteé dans la construction par la main-d’oeuvre 
appartenant a d’autres branches d’activités. S’appliquent également aux 
frais de construction connexes qui sont capitalisés au cours de la 
création de la construction. Par exemple, cela comprend la planification 
et la conception préliminaires a une construction, les frais de gestion, les 
honoraires et les commissions immobiliéres ainsi que lintérét versé au 
cours de la construction. 


Ce bulletin renferme des données sur la ‘valeur en dollars’ estimative 
des travaux de construction achetés (ou mis en place) au Canada (voir 
Renseignements statistique, Sources); il comprend les travaux achetés 
et les services fournis a contrat par |’industrie de la construction ou par 
d’autres entrepreneurs comme des entrepreneurs en forage de puits de 
pétrole et de gaz, des arpenteurs, des traiteurs, etc., ainsi que les biens 
construits pour étre loués a bail, loués ou vendus par des exploitants 
immobiliers. Ces travaux sont désignés par |’expression ‘construction 
sous contrat’ (tableau 2), ou ’entrepreneurs’ (tableau 8). Les travaux 
executes pour compte propre par une main-d’oeuvre n’appartenant pas 
a l'industrie de la construction sont inclus dans |’activité de construction 
et désignés comme ’autre construction’ (tableau 2) ou ‘services d’utilité 
publique-gouvernements-divers’ (tableau 8). La construction pour 


construction also includes related construction costs such as 
preconstruction planning and design, management, legal and 
real estate fees, interest during construction, materials 
purchased for contractors, etc. 


In 1975, the Construction Census Section of the Construction 
Division, in co-operation with contractors and their associations, 
completed the first census of the construction industry. This 
has become an annual census and data concerning all 
segments of the industry have been published for the years 
1975 to 1987. Data for 1988 will become available in early 
summer 1990. The census covers some 40 sub-industry 
groups and the results are published in a series of seven 
publications as follows:

As noted previously, the ‘contract construction’ or 
‘contractors’ data as published in Construction in Canada 
includes work done by real estate developers, contract work 
related to the exploration and development of oil and gas wells 
and other mining, mobile house construction, etc. As such, it is 
not a pure measure of work done by the construction industry. 
A much more accurate and detailed source of information on 
the industry is contained within the census publications 
mentioned above. In 1986, for example, census data showed 
that the construction industry performed slightly more than $39 
billion of work. This is in sharp contrast to the $49.6 billion as 
reported in Construction in Canada for the same period (see 
Tables 2 and 8). 


Text Table | outlines a reconciliation between the census 
publications and Construction in Canada. The reconciliation is 
not yet available by province as special problems exist in the 
allocation of work done by developers. It should also be noted 
that the reconciliation has been done at the aggregate level by 
the three main types of construction, namely residential, 
non-residential and engineering construction. 


Some explanation regarding the nature, source and methods of 
the reconciliation have been provided in the footnotes. A more 
comprehensive document outlining the methodology is available 
upon request, from the Construction Census Section. 


New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as 
well as additions and major renovations, conversions and 
alterations where either a structural change takes place or the 
life of an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of the 
existing structures.

Comme nous I’avons fait remarquer précédemment, les données sur la 
‘construction sous contrat’ ou ‘entrepreneurs’ paraissant dans La 
construction au Canada comprennent les travaux exécutés par les 
exploitants immobiliers, le travail a forfait lié a l’exploration et a 
exploitation de puits de pétrole et de gaz et a d’autres exploitations 
miniéres, la construction d’habitations mobiles, etc. En tant que telle il 
ne s’agit pas d’une mesure pure des travaux effectués par l'industrie de 
la construction. Une source de renseignements beaucoup plus précise 
et plus détaillée sur l'industrie est présentée dans les publications de 
recensement susmentionnées. En 1986, les données de recensement 
indiquaient que l'industrie de la construction était intervenue pour un peu 
plus de $39 milliards de ces travaux. Cette situation ressort nettement 
par rapport aux $49.6 milliards figurant dans la publication La 
construction au Canada pour la méme période (voir les tableaux 2 
et 8). 


Le tableau explicatif | présente un rapprochement entre les publications 
du recensement et La construction au Canada. Le rapprochement 
nest pas encore disponible par province puisque nous devons faire face 
a des problemes spéciaux pour répartir le travail effectué par les 
exploitants. Il convient cependant de remarquer que le rapprochement a 
été fait a un niveau agrégé pour les trois genres de construction, 
c’est-a-dire la construction domiciliaire, non-domiciliaire et la 
construction lourde. 


Les renvois renferment quelques explications au sujet de la nature, des 
sources et des méthodes de rapprochement. On peut obtenir un 
document plus complet sur la méthodologie en faisant la demande 
aupres de la Section du recensement de la construction. 


Construction neuve. Ouvrages neufs et rajouts ou rénovations, 
transformations et réfections importantes, si une modification est 
apportée a une construction ou si la vie utile d’une immobilisation est 
prolongée au-dela de sa vie utile probable. 


Reparations. Rénovations et réfections de moindre importance propres 
a conserver une construction en état d’exploitation. 


Structures. The construction value, and the structures that 
this is broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or 
indirectly in the construction of the structure. In the 
independently recognizable structures the value of all 
permanently built-in equipment forming an integral part of the 
Structure is included, as well as the cost of site preparation and 
land improvement. The purchase value of land and existing 
buildings is excluded. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived 
by dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including 
earnings and withdrawals of working owners and partners of 
unincorporated businesses) by average annual earnings. The 
average annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the 
average weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction 
industry in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (ie., 
construction) produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada 
are derived directly from survey results. All employees, whether 
Casual, part time or full time who have worked one day or the 
equivalent of same in the last week of any month are counted. 
As such, the data resulting from the two series are quite 
dissimilar, and it is suggested that the user choose the series 
most appropriate to his requirement. 


The numbers are presented for (a) contract work which 
includes work put in place by construction contractors, real 
estate operators and developers, manufacturers of mobile 
homes as well as for contractual services in the mining sector 
Capitalized during the creation of fixed assets in the form of 
construction, and (b) Own account consisting of construction 
work done by the utilities, governments, manufacturing, etc., 
sectors and also including pre-construction planning and design 
costs (i.e., architectural and engineering, soil testing, etc.), 
interest capitalized during construction, etc. 


Materials content. Is the cost of materials installed portion of 
the value of work purchased. The residual difference between 
value of work purchased and cost of labour and materials is all 
other costs and profit. 


Constructions. Le montant des travaux et sa ventilation suivant le 
genre de construction comprend l'ensemble des dépenses engagées 
directement ou indirectement dans le cadre des travaux de construction. 
Dans le cas de constructions reconnaissable comme telles, le montant 
des travaux comprend le matériel installé 4 demeure et constituant une 
partie intégrante de la construction, ainsi que le codit du terrassement et 
de l'aménagement du terrain; toutefois, la valeur du terrain et des 
batiments existants n’est pas comprise. 


Main-d’oeuvre. Les données sur la main-d’oeuvre (c.-a-d., les effectifs) 
figurant au tableau 8 de la publication intitulee La construction au 
Canada sont calculées en divisant les estimations totales des 
traitements et salaires versés (y compris les gains et retenues des 
propriétaires et associés actifs d’entreprises non constituées) par les 
gains annuels moyens. La moyenne annuelle des salaires et des 
rémunérations est obtenu lorsque !’on multiplie par 52 la moyenne 
hebdomadaire des salaires et des rémunérations payés dans l’industrie 
de la construction. (Les données sont obtenues de la Division du 
Travail). 


Les estimations des salariés par industrie (c’est-a-dire la construction) 
produites par la Division du travail de Statistique Canada proviennent 
directement des chiffres déclarés a l’enquéte. Tous les salariés, gu’ils 
soient occasionnels, a temps partiel ou a plein temps, qui ont travaillé 
une journée ou |’équivalent au cours de la derniére semaine d’un mois 
quelconque sont pris en compte. Aussi, les données provenant des 
deux séries divergent quelque peu; pour cette raison, nous 
recommandons a l’usager de choisir la série convenant le plus a ses 
besoins. 


Les chiffres sont présentés pour a) le travail a forfait qui comprend 
les constructions mises en place par les entrepreneurs en construction, 
les exploitants et lotisseurs immobiliers, les fabricants d’habitations 
mobiles ainsi que pour les services a forfait dans le secteur minier qui 
ont été capitalisés pendant la création des immobilisations sous la forme 
de constructions, et b) les travaux pour compte propre qui 
comprennent les travaux de construction effectués par les services 
d’utilité publique, les administrations publiques, le secteur manufacturier, 
etc., et les frais de conception et de planification préalables a la 
construction (par exemple, architecture et services techniques, essais 
des sols), l’intérét capitalisé pendant la construction, etc. 


Materiaux. Les données sur les matériaux portent sur le codt des 
matériaux entrant dans la construction mise en place. La différence 
entre la valeur totale des travaux achetés et le codt combiné de la 
main-d’oeuvre et des matériaux représente |’ensemble des autres cotits 
et le benefice.

STATISTICAL NOTES 


Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on information 
received from organizations and individuals paying for the work 
done and on information received from contractors performing 
the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure is 
the result of surveys for capital expenditures which obtain 
information from business firms, institutions, government-owned 
enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expenditures on 
new and repair construction by type of structure additional to a 
breakdown of these totals into value of work done by contract 
and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 89.4% was 
reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 
complete description of these methods, see the report Private 
and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 1990. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to the 
surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for the 
most recent year available of all the firms in each industry by 
the corresponding total for the firms reporting in the current 
surveys. The use of shipments as a related indicator provides a 
framework of analysis in the estimation procedures to take 
account of relevant industry characteristics such as the size of 
firms. In the utilities, trade, finance and _ institutional and 
commercial services sectors the same principle has been 
followed using appropriate basic data for the sector concerned. 
Expenditures reported by establishments for which no 
production or other basic data are available are included as 
“net additions”. It is believed that the estimating procedures for 
non-reporting firms and the sectors not covered by direct 
survey do not introduce any great margin of error into the total. 
The large sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, 
which will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide own account 
data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which labour 
and materials content calculations are based. 


RENSEIGNEMENTS STATISTIQUES 


Sources 


Les statistiques publiées ici sont fondées sur les renseignements 
obtenus d’organismes ou de particuliers qui ont défrayé le cout des 
travaux exécutés et sur les renseignements recueillis aupres des 
entrepreneurs qui ont exécuté les travaux. 


Les données sur le montant des travaux selon la nature des 
constructions sont tirées de l’enquéte sur les immobilisations qui porte 
sur les entreprises commerciales, les établissements publics, les 
entreprises publiques et les administrations publiques. 


Dans ce cas, les enquétés doivent déclarer le montant total des travaux, 
selon la nature des travaux et selon la construction neuve et les 
réparations; ils doivent de plus ventiler ces totaux en fonction de la 
valeur des travaux exécutés sous contrat et de la valeur des travaux 
effectués par leur propre main-d’oeuvre. 


Methodes et champ d’enquéte 


ll est établi que 89.4% de la valeur totale de la construction indiquée 
dans le bulletin a été déclarée dans le cadre des enquétes sur les 
dépenses en immobilisation des enterprises commerciales, des 
€tablissements publics, des entreprises publiques, des administrations 
publiques et du secteur de la construction domiciliaires. Le reste a été 
évalué. 


Nous donnons ci-aprés un bref apercu des méthodes utilisees dans ce 
travail d’estimation. On trouvera au bulletin Investissements privés et 
publics au Canada, Perspectives de 1990 une explication plus 
compléte de ces méthodes. 


Des ajustements sont apportés aux données recueillies lors de 
’enquéte, afin de corriger les biais que pourraient entrainer les cas de 
non-réponse et de donner une plus grande portée a |’enquéte. 


Dans le cas de l'industrie manufacturiére, la méthode utilisée pour 
gonfler les dépenses déclarées consiste a multiplier les dépenses 
connues par un facteur obtenu en divisant la valeur totale des livraisons 
de l’année la plus récente, pour les entreprises appartenant a une 
méme branche d’activité, par le total correspondant des entreprises qui 
ont répondu au questionnaire de l’enquéte courante. Les livraisons sont 
en effet un indicateur qui constitue un cadre d’analyse des méthodes 
d’évaluation propre a tenir compte des caractéristiques de chaque 
branche d’activité (la taille des entreprises, par exemple). On a appliqué 
le méme principe pour les services d’utilité publique, le commerce, les 
finances, les étalissements publics et les services commerciaux. Les 
dépenses déclarées par des établissements pour lesquels nous n’avions 
pas de données sur la production ni aucun autre renseignement 
fondamental sont considérées comme "additions nettes". Nous estimons 
que les méthodes d’évaluation appliquées aux entreprises qui n’ont pas 
répondu au questionnaire, ainsi qu’aux secteurs qui ne sont pas touches 
directement par une enquéte directe, n’introduisent pas de marge 
d’erreur importante dans le total. La taille de l’échantillon tend a réduire 
"erreur d’estimation type; cette derniere peut d’ailleurs varier en fonction 
de la nature des constructions, des régions et des industries, selon les 
renseignements obtenus de chaque enquéte. 


En dernier lieu, les enquétes sur les immobilisations servent a recueillir 
des données sur le “propre compte”. 


Les recensements des entrepreneurs permettent d’établir des ratios sur 
lesquels on fonde les calculs relatifs a la main-d’oeuvre et aux 
matériaux. 


Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the labour 
value by average annual salaries and wages. That average 
was derived in multiplying by 52 the average weekly wages 
and salaries paid in the construction industry in that year (data 
obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates were made on a different basis from those 
derived from information submitted directly by business or 
government. For 1988 and 1990 estimates of the volume of 
residential construction were prepared on the basis of results 
from surveys conducted by the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation and the value estimates were prepared by 
Statistics Canada. These value estimates were calculated by 
means of a methodology based on the duration of construction 
and monthly measures of work put in place. Appraisals of the 
probable volume of housing construction in 1990 were made 
by field representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing 
construction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of the 
Corporation made estimates of private and government initiated 
housing for all municipalities in Canada with a population of 
10,000 and over. The five regional offices and the head office 
of the Corporation checked these estimates. Independent 
estimates were made of housing in areas of less than 10,000 
population. Finally, an allowance was made for other housing 
expenditures such as home conversions, mobile homes, 
alterations, home improvements, cottages and acquisition costs. 
Allowing for probable changes in construction costs, estimates 
were then prepared for the value of construction work carried 
over from 1989 and the value of work expected to be 
undertaken in 1990. 
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Le nombre d’employés est déterminé en divisant le total des salaires et 
des rémunérations par la moyenne annuelle des salaires et des 
rémunérations. Cette derniére correspond au montant obtenu lorsque 
’'on multiplie par 52 la moyenne hebdomadaire des salaires et des 
rémunérations payés dans l’industrie de la construction. (Les données 
sont obtenues de la Division du Travail.) 


Pour habitation, les estimations n’ont pas été établies sur la méme 
base que celles qui découlent des renseignements fournis directement 
par les entreprises ou les pouvoirs publics. En 1988 et 1990, elles ont 
été calculées d’aprés les résultats des enquétes menées par la Societe 
centrale d’hypothéques et de logement; c’est Statistique Canada qui a 
fait ces estimations au moyen d’une méthodologie fondée sur la durée 
des travaux et sur les réalisations mensuelles. En 1990, des estimations 
du montant probable des travaux de construction résidentielle ont éte 
faites par des représentants sur place de la Société qui ont consulté les 
administrateurs locaux, les constructeurs, les entrepreneurs, les 
fournisseurs de matériaux, et des autres particuliers ou sociétes 
intéressés. Grace aux renseignements ainsi obtenus et a leurs propres 
connaissances, les représentants de la Société ont fait des précisions 
sur habitation privée et sociale dans toutes les municipalites du 
Canada de 10,000 habitants et plus. Les cing bureaux régionaux et le 
bureau central de la Société ont vérifié leurs estimations. Dans les 
régions de moins de 10,000 habitants, le logement a fait l’objet 
d’estimations distinctes. Enfin, on a tenu compte des autres dépenses 
d’habitation telles que les transformations d’habitation, les maisons 
mobiles, les changements, les améliorations, les chaumieres. En tenant 
compte de |’évolution probable des couts de la construction, on a pu 
alors estimer la valeur des travaux reportés de 1989, et celles des 
mises en chantier envisageées pour 1990.

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Highlights 


CONSTRUCTION IN CANADA, 1989-1991 


Intended capital expenditures on new construction in 
Canada are expected to reach $87.7 billion in 1991, 
an increase of 1.6% compared to the preliminary 
estimate of $86.3 billion in 1990. 


Highlights of the intentions by type of structure for 
1991 are as follows: 


Building Structures 


@ Total expenditures on new building construction 
are expected to decrease by 5.3% (-$3.2 billion) in 
1991, to reach $ 56.9 billion, the second annual 
decline after seven years of growth. The 
anticipated decrease in 1991 is mainly attributable 
to declines in_ residential building (-$2.3 
billion;-6.2%); in commercial building ($-1.0 billion, 
-7.1%), and in industrial building (-$0.4 billion, 
-14.4%). These are partly offset by an increase in 
institutional building ($0.5 billion;10.6%). 


@ The decrease in_ residential construction is 
expected mainly in single-detached homes (-$1.9 
billion, -14.0%) and in apartments and row housing 
(-$1.7 billion, -28.4%). In contrast, the other 
residential construction, which represents 
estimates for alterations and improvements to 
existing housing, is projected to rise 8.4% ($1.4 
billion). 


Engineering Structures 


@ Expenditures on new engineering construction in 
1991 are expected to increase by 17.8% ($4.7 
billion) to reach $30.9 billion, the fourth 
consecutive annual increase. The anticipated 
increases in new construction for gas and oil 
facilities ($2.0 billion, 27.0%), electric power 
construction ($1.5 billion, 26.9%), road, highway 
and airport runways ($0.6 billion, 12.2%) and 
waterworks and sewage systems ($0.3 billion, 
13.7%) are to a large extent responsible for the 
increase in engineering structures expected in 
1991. 


@ The anticipated growth in gas and oil facilities is 
due in large part to increases of $1.2 billion 
(29.1%) in oil and gas wells and of $0.5 billion 
(35.8%) in gas pipelines.

LA CONSTRUCTION AU CANADA, 1989-1991 


Selon les prévisions, les dépenses en immobilisations pour la 
construction d’ouvrage neuf au Canada atteindront $87.7 
milliards en 1991, une hausse de 1.6% par rapport a 
estimation préliminaire de $86.3 milliards pour 1990. 


Les faits saillants des perspectives selon le genre de 
construction pour 1991, se présentent comme suit: 


Construction de batiments 


e On prévoit que les dépenses totales pour la construction 
de batiment neuf diminueront de 5.3% (-$3.2 milliards) en 
1991 pour atteindre $56.9 milliards, soit un deuxiéme recul 
annuel aprés sept années de croissance. La baisse 
anticipée en 1991 est attribuable en majeure partie aux 
diminutions dans la _ construction domiciliaire (-$2.3 
milliards, -6.2%), les batiments commerciaux ($-1.0 
milliard, -7.1%) et les batiments industriels (-$0.4 milliard, 
-14.4%), partiellement contre-balancées par _|’accrois- 
sement dans la construction d’édifices institutionnels ($0.5 
milliard, 10.6%). 


@ La baisse dans la construction domiciliaire est prévue 
principalement pour les habitations simples détachees 
($-1.9 milliard, -14.0%) et pour les appartements et les 
maisons en rangée (-$1.7 milliard, -28.4%). Par contre, on 
s’attend a ce que la composante des autres constructions 
domiciliaires, qui représente les travaux de reparations et 
d’amélioration aux batiments existants, s’accroissent de 
8.4% ($1.4 milliard). 


Travaux de génie 


@ Selon les prévisions, les dépenses au titre des nouveaux 
travaux de génie augmenteront de 17.8% ($4.7 milliards) 
en 1991 pour atteindre $30.9 milliards, soit une quatrieme 
hausse annuelle consécutive. Les hausses anticipées pour 
la construction neuve d’installations de gaz et de pétrole 
($2.0 milliards, 27.0%), des réseaux électriques ($1.5 
milliard, 26.9%), des routes et pistes d’envol ($0.6 milliard, 
12.2%) et des canalisations et systemes d’égouts ($0.3 
milliard, 13.7%) sont en majeure partie responsable pour 
l’'accroissement prévu dans les travaux de génie en 1991. 


e La croissance anticipée dans les installations de gaz et de 
pétrole est en grande partie attribuable aux augmentations 
de $1.2 milliard (29.1%) pour les puits de pétrole et de 
gaz et de $0.5 milliard (35.8%) pour les pipelines de gaz. 


@ The expected increase in_ electric power 
construction is largely attributable to rises of $0.9 
billion (28.7%) in transmission and _ distribution 
lines ~aae- of $0.6 billion (24.7%) in electric power 
generating plants. 


PROVINCIAL 


Building Structures 


e@ Expenditures on new construction in 1991 are 
expected to decrease in all provinces, with the 
exception of Newfoundland ($98 million) and 
Saskatchewan ($32 million). The largest declines 
are projected for Ontario (-$1.4 billion, -5.4%), 
mainly due to anticipated decreases in residential 
construction (-$1.0 billion, -6.0%) and = in 
commercial construction (-$0.4 billion, -5.5%), and 
for British Columbia (-$0.9 billion, -10.8%), largely 
attributable to an expected fall in residential 
construction (-$1.1 billion, -18.9%). 


Engineering Structures 


@ Expenditures on new engineering construction are 
expected to rise il all provinces in 1991, with the 
exception of Northwest Territories (-$76 million). 
The largest increases are expected in Ontario ($1.6 
billion, 26.6%), Quebec ($1.0 billion, 18.8%), 
Alberta ($0.6 billion, 9.6%) and Newfoundland 
($0.6 billion, 107.0%).

Introduction 


For the larger part, the contents of Construction in Canada, 
are based on the Statistics Canada capital expenditure survey. 
From the same source an earlier report Private and Public 
Investment in Canada, Intentions 1991 is published. Private 
and Public Investment reports the total capital outlays 
program including machinery and equipment, whereas 
Construction in Canada emphasizes construction activity and 
reports a further detail of construction performed by 70 different 
types of structure. Additionally, statistics on labour and 
materials input are based on the Statistics Canada censuses of 
mechanical, electrical and other special trade contractors, and 
highway, road, bridge, heavy engineering, residential and 
non-residential general contractors. 


The preliminary and forecast data by type of structure are 
directly derived using ratios computed by industry and by 
province. In turn, these ratios are generally based on 
expenditures by type of structure available for the most recent 
year for which we collect actual data (1989). In some cases, 
these ratios can be adjusted in order to take into account some 
special events. In the past, the expenditures by type of 
Structure were collected during the preliminary/forecast survey 
for some industries (air, water and motor transport, urban 
transit, transportation equipment, primary metals, petroleum and 
coal products, chemicals, electric power, petroleum and natural 
gas, federal, provincial and municipal government departments) 
and were used for the computation of the data by type of 
structure for these industries. 


Definitions 


Construction. Is defined as the creation, renovation, repair 
and demolition of immobile structures including any alteration to 
the natural topography of the ground. 


Construction activity. Consists of the output of the 
construction industry plus the output of the construction labour 
forces in other industries. Also included are related construction 
costs which are capitalized during the creation of a structure. 
Examples include pre-construction planning and _ design, 
management, legal and real estate fees, interest during 
construction, etc. 


This publication reports ‘dollar value’ of construction work 
purchased (or put in place) for construction activity in Canada, 
as estimated on the basis of surveys (see Statistical Notes, 
Sources). Included is work purchased and services provided on 
contract by the construction industry and other producers such 
as oil and gas well drillers, surveyors, caterers, etc., as well as 
property constructed for lease, rent and sale by real estate 
Operators. This work is designated as ‘contract construction’ 
(Table 2), or ‘contractors’ (Table 8). Work performed on own 
account by construction labour forces in other than the 
construction industry, is also included in construction activity 
and is designated as ‘other construction’ (Table 2) or ‘utilities 
-governments-miscellaneous’ (Table 8). Own _ account 


Introduction 


La plupart des renseignements publiés ici ont été recueillis dans le 
cadre d’une enquéte de Statistique Canada sur les investissements. Le 
bulletin Investissements privés et publics au Canada, Perspectives 
de 1991 est tire de la meme enquéte; il porte sur la valeur totale des 
immobilisations, y compris les machines et |'’outillage, tandis que La 
construction au Canada met |'accent sur |’activité de l’industrie de la 
construction et donne plus de détails sur les travaux de construction 
executes selon le genre de construction (on en distingue environ 70). 
Cette publication renferme de plus des données supplémentaires sur la 
main-d’oeuvre et les mateériaux utilises; ces données sont tirées de 
recensements que Statistique Canada méne auprés de certains 
entrepreneurs specialises dans les domaines de la mécanique, de 
'électricité et de metiers spécialisés et d’entrepreneurs généraux dans 
les travaux de grande route, rue, chemin et pont, de construction lourde 
et de batiments domiciliaires et non-domiciliaires. 


Les données préliminaires et projetées selon le genre de construction 
sont derivees directement par |’utilisation de ratios calculés par industrie 
et par province. A leur tour, ces ratios sont bases de facon générale sur 
les dépenses selon le genre de construction disponibles pour |’année la 
plus recente pour laquelle on collecte des données réelles (1989). Dans 
certains cas, ces ratios peuvent étre ajustés pour prendre en compte 
certains evenements spéciaux. Dans le passé, les dépenses selon le

Construction. Création, renovation, réparation ou démolition de 
constructions fixes et modification de la topographie naturelle du terrain. 


Travaux de construction. Resultat de |’activite de lindustrie de la 
construction et de !’activité dans la construction par la main-d’oeuvre 
appartenant a d’autres branches d’activités. S’appliquent egalement aux 
frais de construction connexes qui sont capitalises au cours de la 
création de la construction. Par exemple, cela comprend la planification 
et la conception préliminaires a une construction, les frais de gestion, les 
honoraires et les commissions immobiliéres ainsi que l’intérét verse au 
cours de la construction. 


Ce bulletin renferme des données sur la ’valeur en dollars’ estimative 
des travaux de construction achetés (ou mis en place) au Canada (voir 
Renseignements statistique, Sources); il comprend les travaux achetes 
et les services fournis a contrat par l’industrie de la construction ou par 
d’autres entrepreneurs comme des entrepreneurs en forage de puits de 
pétrole et de gaz, des arpenteurs, des traiteurs, etc., ainsi que les biens 
construits pour étre loués a bail, loués ou vendus par des exploitants 
immobiliers. Ces travaux sont désignés par l’expression ‘construction 
sous contrat’ (tableau 2), ou ‘entrepreneurs’ (tableau 8). Les travaux 
exécutés pour compte propre par une main-d’oeuvre n’appartenant pas 
a l'industrie de la construction sont inclus dans !’activite de construction 
et désignés comme ‘autre construction’ (tableau 2) ou ’services d’utilité 
publique-gouvernements-divers’ (tableau 8). La construction pour 


construction also includes related construction costs such as 
preconstruction planning and design, management, legal and 
real estate fees, interest during construction, materials 
purchased for contractors, etc. 


In 1975, the Construction Census Section of the Construction 
Division, in co-operation with contractors and their associations, 
completed the first census of the construction industry. This 
has become an annual census and data concerning all 
segments of the industry have been published for the years 
1975 to 1988. Data for 1989 will become available in early 
summer 1991. The census covers some 40 sub-industry 
groups and the results are published in a series of seven 
publications as follows:

As noted previously, the ‘contract construction’ or 
‘contractors’ data as published in Construction in Canada 
includes work done by real estate developers, contract work 
related to the exploration and development of oil and gas wells 
and other mining, mobile house construction, etc. As such, it is 
not a pure measure of work done by the construction industry. 
A much more accurate and detailed source of information on 
the industry is contained within the census publications 
mentioned above. In 1987, for example, census data showed 
that the construction industry performed slightly more than 
$44.7 billion of work. This is in sharp contrast to the $49.6 
billion as reported in Construction in Canada for the same 
period (see Text Table 1). 


Text Table | outlines a reconciliation between the census 
publications and Construction in Canada. The reconciliation is 
not yet available by province as special problems exist in the 
allocation of work done by developers. It should also be noted 
that the reconciliation has been done at the aggregate level by 
the three main types of construction, namely residential, 
non-residential and engineering construction. 


Some explanation regarding the nature, source and methods of 
the reconciliation have been provided in the footnotes. A more 
comprehensive document outlining the methodology is available 
upon request, from the Construction Census Section. 


New construction. Comprises all new work put in place, as 
well as additions and major renovations, conversions and 
alterations where either a structural change takes place or the 
life of an existing asset is extended beyond its normal life 
expectancy. 


Repair construction. Consists of minor renovations and 
alterations made to maintain the operating efficiency of the 
existing structures.

Comme nous |’avons fait remarquer precédemment, les données sur ia 
‘construction sous contrat’ ou ’entrepreneurs’ paraissant dans La 
construction au Canada comprennent les travaux exécutés par les 
exploitants immobiliers, le travail a forfait lie a I’exploration et a 
exploitation de puits de pétrole et de gaz et a d’autres exploitations 
miniéres, la construction d’habitations mobiles, etc. En tant que telle il 
ne s’agit pas d’une mesure pure des travaux effectués par l'industrie de 
la construction. Une source de renseignements beaucoup plus precise 
et plus détaillee sur l'industrie est présentée dans les publications de 
recensement susmentionnées. En 1987, les donnees de recensement 
indiquaient que l’industrie de la construction etait intervenue pour un peu 
plus de $44.7 milliards de ces travaux. Cette situation ressort nettement 
par rapport aux $49.6 milliards figurant dans la publication La 
construction au Canada pour la méme période (voir le tableau 
explicatif 1). 


Le tableau explicatif | presente un rapprochement entre les publications 
du recensement et La construction au Canada. Le rapprochement 
n’est pas encore disponible par province puisque nous devons faire face 
a des problemes spéciaux pour répartir le travail effectué par les 
exploitants. Il convient cependant de remarquer que le rapprochement a 
été fait a un niveau agrégé pour les trois genres de construction, 
c’est-a-dire la construction domiciliaire, non-domiciliaire et la 
construction lourde. 


Les renvois renferment quelques explications au sujet de la nature, des 
sources et des méthodes de rapprochement. On peut obtenir un 
document plus complet sur la méthodologie en faisant la demande 
aupres de la Section du recensement de la construction. 


Construction neuve. Ouvrages neufs et rajouts ou rénovations, 
transformations et réfections importantes, si une modification est 
apportée a une construction ou si la vie utile d’une immobilisation est 
prolongée au-dela de sa vie utile probable. 


Reparations. Renovations et réfections de moindre importance propres 
a conserver une construction en etat d’exploitation. 


Structures. The construction value, and the structures that 
this is broken down into, includes all costs incurred directly or 
indirectly in the construction of the structure. In the 
independently recognizable structures the value of all 
permanently built-in equipment forming an integral part of the 
structure is included, as well as the cost of site preparation and 
land improvement. The purchase value of land and existing 
buildings is excluded. 


Labour content. The data on labour content (i.e., number) 
published in Table 8 of Construction in Canada are derived 
by dividing total estimated salaries and wages paid (including 
earnings and withdrawals of working Owners and partners of 
unincorporated businesses) by average annual earnings. The 
average annual earnings are derived in multiplying by 52 the 
average weekly wages and salaries paid in the construction 
industry in that year (data obtained from Labour Division). 


The data on estimates of employees by industry (i.e., 
construction) produced by Labour Division of Statistics Canada 
are derived directly from survey results. All employees, whether 
Casual, part time or full time who have worked one day or the 
equivalent of same in the last week of any month are counted. 
As such, the data resulting from the two series are quite 
dissimilar, and it is suggested that the user choose the series 
most appropriate to his requirement. 


The numbers are presented for (a) contract work which 
includes work put in place by construction contractors, real 
estate operators and developers, manufacturers of mobile 
homes as well as for contractual services in the mining sector 
Capitalized during the creation of fixed assets in the form of 
construction, and (b) Own account consisting of construction 
work done by the utilities, governments, manufacturing, etc., 
sectors and also including pre-construction planning and design 
costs (i.e., architectural and engineering, soil testing, etc.), 
interest Capitalized during construction, etc. 


Materials content. Is the cost of materials installed portion of 
the value of work purchased. The residual difference between 
value of work purchased and cost of labour and materials is all 
other costs and profit. 


Constructions. Le montant des travaux et sa ventilation suivant le 
genre de construction comprend l'ensemble des depenses engagées 
directement ou indirectement dans le cadre des travaux de construction. 
Dans le cas de constructions reconnaissable comme telles, le montant 
des travaux comprend le matériel installé a demeure et constituant une 
partie integrante de la construction, ainsi que le cout du terrassement et 
de l’aménagement du terrain; toutefois, la valeur du terrain et des 
batiments existants n’est pas comprise. 


Main-d’oeuvre. Les données sur la main-d’oeuvre (c.-a-d., les effectifs) 
figurant au tableau 8 de la publication intitulee La construction au 
Canada sont calculées en divisant les estimations totales des 
traitements et salaires verses (y compris les gains et retenues des 
proprietaires et associeés actifs d’entreprises non constituées) par les 
gains annuels moyens. La moyenne annuelle des salaires et des 
remuneérations est obtenu lorsque |’on multiplie par 52 la moyenne 
hebdomadaire des salaires et des rémunérations payés dans |’industrie 
de la construction. (Les données sont obtenues de la Division du 
Travail). 


Les estimations des salariés par industrie (c’est-a-dire la construction) 
produites par la Division du travail de Statistique Canada proviennent 
directement des chiffres declares a l’enquéte. Tous les salariés, qu’ils 
soient occasionnels, a temps partiel ou a plein temps, qui ont travaillé 
une journée ou |’equivalent au cours de la derniére semaine d’un mois 
quelconque sont pris en compte. Aussi, les données provenant des 
deux séries divergent quelque peu; pour cette raison, nous 
recommandons a |l’usager de choisir la série convenant le plus a ses 
besoins. 


Les chiffres sont présentés pour a) le travail a forfait qui comprend 
les constructions mises en place par les entrepreneurs en construction, 
les exploitants et lotisseurs immobiliers, les fabricants d’habitations 
mobiles ainsi que pour les services a forfait dans le secteur minier qui 
ont été capitaliseés pendant la création des immobilisations sous la forme 
de constructions, et b) les travaux pour compte propre qui 
comprennent les travaux de construction effectues par les services 
d’utilité publique, les administrations publiques, le secteur manufacturier, 
etc., et les frais de conception et de planification prealables a la 
construction (par exemple, architecture et services techniques, essais 
des sols), l’intérét capitalisé pendant la construction, etc. 


Matériaux. Les données sur les matériaux portent sur. le cout des 
matériaux entrant dans la construction mise en place. La différence 
entre la valeur totale des travaux achetes et le cout combine de la 
main-d’oeuvre et des matériaux represente l'ensemble des autres couts 
et le benéfice.

STATISTICAL NOTES 


Sources 


The statistics presented in this report are based on information 
received from organizations and individuals paying for the work 
done and on information received from contractors performing 
the work. 


The data on the value of construction by type of structure is 
the result of surveys for capital expenditures which obtain 
information from business firms, institutions, government-owned 
enterprises and government departments. 


In these surveys respondents report their total expenditures on 
new and repair construction by type of structure additional to a 
breakdown of these totals into value of work done by contract 
and by own labour force. 


Methods and Coverage 


Of the total value of construction shown, about 88.9% was 
reported in capital spending surveys of business firms, 
institutions, government enterprises and departments and 
residential building activity. The remainder is estimated. 


A brief outline of the methods employed to make these 
estimates is given in the following paragraphs. For a more 
complete description of these methods, see the report Private 
and Public Investment in Canada, Intentions 1991. 


To approximate full coverage adjustments are made to the 
surveyed data to allow for non-reporting firms. 


In manufacturing, the method used to inflate the reported 
expenditures was to multiply the known expenditures by a 
factor obtained by dividing the total value of shipments for the 
most recent year available of all the firms in each industry by 
the corresponding total for the firms reporting in the current 
surveys. The use of shipments as a related indicator provides a 
framework of analysis in the estimation procedures to take 
account of relevant industry characteristics such as the size of 
firms. In the utilities, trade, finance and institutional and 
commercial services sectors the same principle has been 
followed using appropriate basic data for the sector concerned. 
Expenditures reported by establishments for which no 
production or other basic data are available are included as 
"net additions”. It is believed that the estimating procedures for 
non-reporting firms and the sectors not covered by direct 
survey do not introduce any great margin of error into the total. 
The large sample size reduces the standard error of estimate, 
which will vary for specific structures, regions and industries 
depending on individual coverage. 


Finally, the capital expenditures surveys provide Own account 
data. 


The contractor censuses provide the ratios on which labour 
and materials content calculations are based.

En dernier lieu, les enquétes sur les immobilisations servent a recueillir 
des données sur le "propre compte”. 


Les recensements des entrepreneurs permettent d’établir des ratios sur 
lesquels on fonde les calculs relatifs a la main-d’oeuvre et aux 
matériaux. 


Number of employees are arrived at by dividing the labour 
value by average annual salaries and wages. That average 
was derived in multiplying by 52 the average weekly wages 
and salaries paid in the construction industry in that year (data 
obtained from Labour Division). 


Housing estimates were made on a different basis from those 
derived from information submitted directly by business or 
government. For 1989 and 1990 estimates of the volume of 
residential construction were prepared on the basis of results 
from surveys conducted by the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation and the value estimates were prepared by 
Statistics Canada. These value estimates were calculated by 
means of a methodology based on the duration of construction 
and monthly measures of work put in place. Appraisals of the 
probable volume of housing construction in 1991 were made 
by field representatives of the Corporation who consulted local 
Officials, builders, contractors, supply firms, and other 
individuals and firms concerned with future housing 
construction projects. Using information obtained from these 
sources and their own knowledge, the representatives of the 
Corporation made estimates of private and government initiated 
housing for all municipalities in Canada with a population of 
10,000 and over. The five regional offices and the head office 
of the Corporation checked these estimates. Independent 
estimates were made of housing in areas of less than 10,000 
population. Finally, an allowance was made for other housing 
expenditures such as home conversions, mobile homes, 
alterations, home improvements, cottages and acquisition costs. 
Allowing for probable changes in construction costs, estimates 
were then prepared for the value of construction work carried 
over from 1990 and the value of work expected to be 
undertaken in 1991.

Pour habitation, les estimations n’ont pas été établies sur la meme 
base que celles qui découlent des renseignements fournis directement 
par les entreprises ou les pouvoirs publics. En 1989 et 1990, elles ont 
eté calculées d’apres les résultats des enquétes menées par la Société 
centrale d’hypotheques et de logement; c’est Statistique Canada qui a 
fait ces estimations au moyen d’une méthodologie fondée sur la durée 
des travaux et sur les réalisations mensuelles. En 1991, des estimations 
du montant probable des travaux de construction résidentielle ont été 
faites par des représentants sur place de la Société qui ont consulté les 
administrateurs locaux, les constructeurs, les entrepreneurs, les 
fournisseurs de materiaux, et des autres particuliers ou sociétés 
interesses. Grace aux renseignements ainsi obtenus et a leurs propres 
connaissances, les representants de la Société ont fait des précisions 
sur I’habitation privée et sociale dans toutes les municipalités du 
Canada de 10,000 habitants et plus. Les cing bureaux régionaux et le 
bureau central de la Société ont vérifié leurs estimations. Dans les 
regions de moins de 10,000 habitants, le logement a fait l’objet 
d'estimations distinctes. Enfin, on a tenu compte des autres dépenses 
d'habitation telles que les transformations d’habitation, les maisons 
mobiles, les changements, les améliorations, les chaumiéres. En tenant 
compte de |’évolution probable des couts de la construction, on a pu 
alors estimer la valeur des travaux reportés de 1990, et celles des 
mises en chantier envisagées pour 1991.
